boots, knickerbockers and short skirts. No one as yet— 
at least in New York—has had the temerity to don a 
short skirt costume and appear in it sans leggins, sans top 
boots. 

Men cyclists regard even the non-expansive trouser leg 
as an undesirable handicap, and they discard it in favor of 
knee-breeches. And women find the weight of long skirts 
an even heavier tax on their strength and a serious draw- 
back to the enjoyment of cycling. At every upward move- 
ment the knee has to lift a mass of stuff, and when only a 
mildly stiff breeze has to be faced the handicap of long 


drapery compels the woman to exert herself two or three 


times more than her skirtless escort if she desires to keep 


pace with him. The long skirt also makes the mount

unnecessarily ‘fussy,’ since comparatively few women do 
the “‘ spring” mount, and the pedal mount necessitates a 
preparatory hitching about of drapery. 

We are not prepared to adopt the masculine costume in 
toto, sensible as it is, and the question is, How near may 
we approximate to it? How much tribute must we still 
pay to convention? If we may display legs (and mostly 
tor vanity’s sake) at the seaside, what sane reason is there 
for denying us the privilege of shortening our skirts in the 
interest of comfort and hygiene? Inthe quarter page sketch 
shown in supplement is given what I intend as a model for a 
modest and most desirable cycling costume. To my mind 
the hideous bloomer half-way measures are repulsive and 
suggestive, as mock modesty always is; and, although it is 
hardly to be expected that women will readily take to so 
radical a change as the one I advocate, there is no doubt

This design is submitted as an excellent model for a bicycling suit. That the skirt is abnormally short is a matter ot 
little moment, since it can be lengthened at will without at all interfering with the design. 

A habit-like effect and not an attempt at picturesqueness should be aimed at in a cycling costume. It should be quiet in 
color—gray or blue, preferably navy blue, as this is more becoming than gray. After five years of experience the writer 
prefers storm serge as the best all around useful material. Corduroy is liked by some, 
heating pastime, frequently reducing its devotees to a Turkish bath condition of perspiration, a more pliable and less heavy 
material than corduroy is desirable. For reasons stated above the starched collar and ditto shirt front should be shunned. 
They may look natty when the rider starts out, but a spin up a hill or two under a hot sun will render the linen unfit to be

Wear next to the skin a suit of union underwear (light or heavy weight according to the season of the year) and 
Dispense with corsets and in their stead wear a boned waist fitted to the figure made of some 
of the finer grades of waist lining. Over this put your cycling habit. Do not wear leggins; whether they be of cloth, 
leather or ** Jersey *’ they are intolerably hot, and the sweating process they impose on the legs must ve harmful. 

As to footgear, do not ruin the appearance of your ankle and calf by wearing Oxford ties with a short skirt. Try the 
effect before your mirror of slippers, ties and boots. You will find that the first and the last preserve the symmetry of the 
feet, ankles and legs, Boots (the ordinary button or laced model) disguise the size or clumsiness

one of the children of the tenants, while there 
are others again who exact that the nurses, 
even when accompanying their charges, should 
make use of the servants’ staircase. It is no 
use fighting about the matter, as in the long 
run one is always forced to yield to the con- 
ciérge or else pay heavily for his pliability to 
one’s wishes. It is therefore with satisfaction 
that many of the readers of Vogue who have 
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suffered from tyranny of this kind in Paris, 
will learn that the tribunals here have just is- 
sued a decree defining the rights of tenants 
and of the conciérges with regard to the use 
of the grand staircase and of the escalier de 
service. It restricts the use of the latter to 
merely the domestic servants, laborers and 
workmen, and debars the conciérges from at- 
tempting henceforth to tyrannize the tenants 
in the way that they have been doing until 
now. ‘To render the measure efficacious, how- 
ever, the courts ought to have furnished their 
decision with a rider, insisting that a copy of 
the decree should be pasted at the entrance of 
every conciérge’s lodge in this ‘¢ pipelet *’- 
ridden city. 


Talking of coronets and heraldic de- 
vices on notepaper, livery buttons and car- 
riage panels, it is not generally known that 
one is dragged before a police magistrate and 
subjected to a severe fine in England if one is 
found using heraldic insignia in this manner 
without having obtained a government license 
and paid a government tax of $5 per annum. 
The payment of this tax does not, however, as 
some people seem to believe, imply govern- 
ment sanction of otherwise unauthorized ar- 
morial bearings. Nor are you permitted to 
keep a man-servant in England unless you ob- 
tain a government license and pay a govern- 
ment tax amounting to $4 per annum for each 
man, gamekeepers being taxed at four times 
that amount. It was but the other day that 
the Hon. George Keppel, younger son of the 
Earl of Albemarle and brother of Derek Kep- 
pel, equerry of the Duke of York, was 
charged in one of the London police courts, 
by the Inland Revenue officials, with the of- 
fense of keeping a butler without a license, 
whereupon he was promptly sentenced by the 
magistrate to a fine of $50 and costs, with the 
usual alternative of a number of days’ impris- 
onment in the event of non-payment of the 
fine. 


ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS 


BY HIM 


G. H.—You will find your answer as to cutaway 
coat and waistcoat in the fashion number, of March 
22d. Your cutaway coat should be made, to be 
serviceable, of black worsted or vicuna. These 
rough goods are much more fashionable this season 


than diagonals or a smoother class of fabric. The 
coat is shorter than the fashion of last year. The 
waistcoat has a narrow notch collar. It has five 


buttons and is cut only as low as the second shirt 
button. 


J. D. S.—Thank you. You are very kind. I 
deeply appreciate the compliment. I am not in 
favor of wearing society or college tie pins. Perhaps 
it is because I waded through the Rubicon of 
seniorship many years ago and I view the custom 
from the standpoint of a man who has matriculated. 
Of course, very young and enthusiastic boys are apt, 
in the ardor of their freshmanship, to allow their 
fancy to run Greek-letter riot. I have known even 
yachtsmen to come out with tie pins in the shape of 
miniature flags of blue or red enamel and gold with 
the initials of their yacht club in raised gold letters 
over the face. 

For older men it should be a great honor to belong to 
the G. A. R., and kindred orders. But it is bad form 
to wear badges of orders. In England, a token of brav- 
ery, of action in the service of the country, is a badge 
of distinction. In America, however, it is not smart 
to wear these things, especially on the lapel of one’s 


coat. We do not exhibit our honors in public. Our 
hearts are not on our sleeves. It is, perhaps, as 
well. A bit of ribbon in the buttonhole, so sacred to 
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Frenchmen, bears no special significance here. A 
badge or such a ribbon might mean that you have 
fought and bled in the cause of your country, or, 
again, it might only be the label of the Brotherhood 
of Engineers, the Ancient Order of Hibernians or of 
an amateur minstrel troupe. In England one only 
wears one’s decorations on special occasions, for in- 
stance at a great public function, and especially 
when Royalty is present, or, again, when you have 
your uniform on, if one be a military man. To- 
day decorations are cheap in France. The bit of 
red, once meaning so much—the institution of the first 
Napoleon to designate the soldiers of his Legion of 
Honor, or the men of distinction in science or in 
literature, or, again, as a reward for great services and 
bravery—has fallen into disrepute. I was present at 
the trial of General Cafferel and Madame Limousin 
in 1887 for peddling this precious bauble. Wilson, 
the son-in-law of Grevy, bartered it even for groceries 
and provisions. Pawnbrokers and tradespeople were 
paid their accounts with the golden cross. I doubt 
now even whether matters have improved much. 
A certain literary Frenchman who was made a lion 
in New York several years ago came to this country 
laden with promises of decoration to any capitalist 
who would go with him into a very peculiar scheme 
for the supposed advancement of French literature. 
Matters, however, never got any further than a din- 
ner and speeches. This is the usual fashion of the 
literati in New York. They have a banquet, and 
they talk. We are not yet accustomed to decora- 
tions. A charming Englishman, an intimate friend 
of mine, was invited to a large public dinner of 
journalists, statesmen and literary and distinguished 
men generally, at Delmonico’s. His host was the 
presiding officer—lI suppose that is what I may call 
him. At any rate, he was toastmaster. The 
affair occupied columns in the daily press of the next 
morning. I speak of this to show how important 
the festivity was in the appreciation of the public. 
Well, my friend, who had been a foreign diplomat 
for a number of years, asked me whether he should 
wear his orders. He thought it was a proper compli- 
ment to his host to appear with the same regalia 
which he would have worn on a similar occasion 
abroad or in Washington. I believe he had twelve 
on the lapel of his coat, besides the cross of the 
Legion of Honor. I unfortunately encouraged him 
to do this. The sensation that it created in this 
metropolis of America, whence it might be supposed 
that provincialism had long ago been banished, was 
beyond description. Men stood up on their chairs, 
crowded around him and regarded him as if he had 
but just escaped from Barnum’s. One person, who 
gives penny readings in country lyceums and is sup- 
posed to be a humorist, gathered a number of spoons 
and other utensils from the table, and strung them 
around his neck with a string. He paraded up and 
down before the unfortunate diplomat, encouraged in 
this bit of vulgar pleasantry by the applause of the 
guests assembled, who were representatives of the 
New York press. The next day the incident was 
commented upon in terms of astonishment by two 
New York leading dailies, one of which should have 
known better, as its proprietor lives abroad and con- 
ducts an annex to his newspaper there. I mention 
this incident to show our unripeness for decorative 
effects. It occurred but four years ago at Delmonico’s. 
My friend’s delicate politeness simply had the effect, 
to use Mr. Grossmith’s peculiar French, to ‘ jeter 
les perles devant les porcs.”’ 

However, decorations, even in England, are not 
valued as formerly. Labouchere in a recent number 
of Truth mentions any number of Victoria crosses 
being sold and pawned for a few pence by their 
owners.

Across Asta 
on a Bicycle 


A Journey UNDERTAKEN BY Two 
AMERICAN STUDENTS. 


With no parade, and scarcely realizing the importance of 
what they proposed to do, two young American students 
started from New York June 23d, 1890, on one of the most 
remarkable journeys of the century. Three years afterward, 
lacking twenty days, these young men returned to New 
York by way of San Francisco, Arizona and New Mexico, 
having encompassed the world. They had traveled on bi- 
cycles no less than 15,044 miles, which is said to be the long- 
est continuous land journey ever made around the world. 
But this was merely incidental; they were inspired by 
higher purposes than ‘‘ record-breaking.” 





Messrs. Allen and Sachtleben, aged twenty-two and 
twenty-four years respectively, were graduated from Wash- 
ington University, in St. Louis, on June 13, 1899. They had 
obtained a thorough theoretical college training, and they 
wanted to see the practical side of life and to study the peo- 
ples of the Old World. They decided to do all of the trav- 
eling possible on bicycles, although neither one of them had 
ever ridden wheel, in order to see the countries through 
which they passed more thoroughly, and to come into closer 
relation with the inhabitants It never was their intention 

imply to make a “‘ bicycle tour around the world.” They 
were following the example of the medieval scholars who 
roamed afoot through Germany, France and Italy. But 
they were to cover a field of which their prototypes had 
never dreamed, and so they called in the bicycle to tHeir aid. 

The day after they received their degrees they started out 
on their journey, and a week later sailed for Liverpool. 
After they had wheeled through Great Britain they perfected 
their plans for crossing Europe and Asia. The most difficult 
part of their journey, they well knew, would be that portion 
ot the route which lay through western and central China 
and the desert of Gobi. By the kindly aid of Minister Lin- 
coln, who endeavored to convince them of the dangers that 
were in the way and to dissuade them from their attempt, 
they obtained a special passport from the Chinese Ambassa- 
dor in London. 

When they had seen southern Europe from a better point 
of vantage than a car window they set out from Constanti- 
nople on their long, perilous and arduous journey. They 
were the first from another continent since the days of Marco 
Polo to cross the Chinese empire from the western boundar 
to the capital, Peking, and in many places they followed 
close in the footsteps of the great Venetian traveler. Civili- 
zation has made but little progress in this region of the 
world since the thirteenth century, and their eyes rested on 
many of the selfsame sights that awoke the astonishment of 
the emissary of Kublai Khan. 

Messrs. Allen and Sachtleben have written a graphic ac- 
count of their remarkable wy from Constantinople to 
Peking, and this will be published in the The Century, begin- 
ning wit1 the May number. They met with many curious 
and startling adventures, and these they tell with a simplic- 
ity and modesty as if they were not unusual episodes in the 
rounding out of a college education. They took more than 
2,500 photographs of scenery and phases of life that curious 
European eyes had never looked upon before, and many of 
these will be reproduced. 

The young men served, in a measure, as the advance 
couriers of American progress. They bore the “‘ stars and 
stripes’ strapped to the handle-bars of their bicycles to 
people who learned for the first time of its significance. 





First chapters of a two-part humorous novelette, by 
Thomas A. Janvier, will also be published in the May Cen- 
tury.
